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SECTION 1 
GOVERNMENT OF INDIA SCHEMES 


1. Foreign Languages Scholarships;Scheme 


Object: (a) To strengthen contacts between India and 
the countries to which the selected candidates will be 
sent, (b) to train teachers employed in the universities 
and other institutions teaching foreign languages and 
thus to provide better teaching facilities in these ins- 
titutions and (c) to meet the needs of certain services 
which require an increasing number of Indians nor- 
mally proficient in foreign languages. 

Number: Not more than 20—for study of Arabic, Chinese, 
French, German, Italian, Japanese, Persian, Russian, 
Turkish, Spanish, Rumanian and Swahili languages 
(the offer of any scholarship(s) by a foreign Govern- 
ment for the study of any of these languages will be 
availed of by the Government of India and corres- 
ponding reduction made in the number of awards in 
the language concerned as made under the Scheme for 
a particular year). For 1959-60 the language-wise allo- 
cation of awards is—Arabic—3, German—3, Italian— 
1, Japanese—2, Persian—2, Russian—3, Turkish—1, 
Spanish—1, and Swahili—1. 

Countries of Study: Egypt for Arabic, China for Chinese, 
France for French, Germany for German, Italy for 
Italian, Japan for Japanese, Iran for Persian, 
Russia for Russian, Turkey for Turkish, Spain for 
Spanish, Rumania for Rumanian and the United 
Kingdom for Swahili. 

Duration: Up to one year and six months for Arabic, 
German, Russian and Turkish; up to one year for 
French, Italian, Persian and Spanish; up to two years 
for Chinese and Swahili; up to three years for 
Japanese. Duration for the Rumanian language is yet 
to be fixed. 

Qualifications of Candidates: A good university degree; 
must have studied the language concerned and 
acquired proficiency up to the standard for which 
facilities for instruction in that language are avail- 
able in India. 


Age: Not mote than 40 years. 7 

Eligibility: Sponsored as well as non-sponsored candidates 
can apply (preference is given to sponsored candi- 
dates); candidates in the employ of Central/State 
Governments, universities, institutions, etc., must 
submit their applications through their employers. 

Value: See Appendix H. 

When Applications are Invited: In September of the year 
preceding the one to which the awards relate. 


2. Fully Paid Overseas Scholarships Scheme 


Object: (a) To meet the shortage of trained personnel in 
the country to man the schemes of the Government, 
universities, comparable institutions of higher educa- 
Don" etc., and (b) to improve the standard of teaching 
and research in the country. 

Number: Four. 

Courses of Study: Those Humanities subjects for which 
adequate facilities are not available in India. 
Country of Study: Any country where the best facilities are 

available. 

Duration: Up to a maximum of three years, depending on 
the course of study. 

Qualifications of Candidates: At least a first class Master’s 
degree in any branch of the humanities (candidates 
with a brilliant educational career throughout are 
preferred). 

Age: 20—25. 

Eligibility: Candidates must have completed their studies 
and should be engaged in research work but should 
not be employed. 

Value: See Appendix H. 1 

When Applications are Invited: In March of the year pre- 
ceding the one to which the awards relate. 


3. Overseas Scholarships Scheme for the Scheduled Castes, 
Scheduled Tribes and Other Backward Classes 


Object: To enable duly qualified candidates belonging to 
Scheduled Castes, Scheduled Tribes and Other Back- 
ward Classes of India to pursue higher studies abroad.

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Number: 12—four each for the three categories of students 
(if the required number of candidates with the mini- 
mum qualifications prescribed is not available from 
one of the three categories, the scholarships may be 
made available to candidates belonging to any of the 
other two categories). 

Courses of Study: Subjects for which adequate facilities 
are not available in India (preference is given to 
advanced studies in agriculture, engineering, medicine, 
science and technology). 

Country of Study: Any country where the best facilities 
are available. 

Duration: One to three years depending on the course of 


study. 

Qualifications of Candidates: (a) First class Masters 
degree or first class Bachelor’s degree for candidates 
with qualifications in engineering for Scheduled 
Castes and Other Backward Classes and at least a 
second class Master’s degree or at least a second 
class Bachelor’s degree for candidates with qualifi- 
cations in engineering for Scheduled Tribes, and (b) 
M.D. or M.S. degree for candidates intending to take 
up post-Graduate course in medicine or surgery 
with at least three years’ experience as House Surgeon 
in a recognised hospital. 

Age: Below 35 years. 

Value: See Appendix H. 

When Applications are Invited: In August of the year pre- 
ceding the one to which the awards relate. 


4, Union Territories Overseas Scholarships 


Object: For studies/training abroad of persons who by 
birth or domicile* are natives of the Union Territo- 
ries of Delhi, Manipur, Tripura, the Andaman and 
Nicobar Islands, Himachal Pradesh and the Lacca- 
dive, Minicoy and Amindivi Islands. 

Number: One. 

Courses of Study: Those Humanities subjects for which 
adequate facilities are not available in India. 

Country of Study: Any country where the best facilities 
are available. 


*For purpose of domicile the person should be resident in 
the Territory for a period of at least three years prior to the 
date of application for an award. 
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Duration: Up to ã maximum of three years depending on 
the course of study. ۱ 

Qualifications of Candidates: First class Masters degree in 
the Humanities subjects, viz., arts, commerce, educa- 
tion, ete. 

Age: Below 30 years. 3 : 

Eligibility: Candidates should be natives of any of the six 
Union Territories by birth or domicile.

5. Commonwealth Technical Cooperation Scheme (Colombo 
Plan) 


Object: To make available to Indian nationals training 
facilities offered by the participating countries of the 
Plan, viz., Australia, Canada, Japan, New Zealand 
and the United Kingdom (the Ministry of Education 
is responsible only for the training of the employees 
of the Ministry, its attached and subordinate offices, 
including such employees of the State Governments, 
organisations and institutes which are related to an 
All India Integrated Scheme coordinated and adminis- 


Qualifications of Candidates: Candidates should possess a 
7 good academic record and should have done some 
research work or have practical experience in their 


Age: Below 45 years (relaxable up to 48 years in excep- 
tional cases if full justification is furnished); no limit 
in the case of observation tours. 

Eligibility: Candidates must be sponsored by their em- 
ployers. 

Value: (a) All expenses directly connected with the train- 
ing such as the cost of international travel, tuition 
fees and suitable maintenance allowance, etc., (b) 
appropriate leave salary (a candidate should be kept 
in the pay rolls of the institution concerned), (c) ex-

6. Point Four Programme (Technical Cooperation Mission)* 


Object: To provide such elements of American technical 
knowledge and skill as may be available and useful 
in contributing to the general economic development 
of the country (the Ministry of Education is responsi- 
ble only for the training of the employees of the 
Ministry, its attached and subordinate offices, includ- 
ing such employees of the State Governments, orga- 
nisations and institutes which are related to an All 
India Integrated Scheme coordinated and adminis- 
tered by the Ministry). 

Subjects of Training: Those Humanities subjects for which 
adequate facilities are not available in India. 

Duration: Up to twelve months depending on the course of 
training. 

Qualifications of Candidates: As under the Colombo Plan. 

Age: As under the Colombo Plan. 

Eligibility: As under the Colombo Plan. 

Value: As under the Colombo Plan. 

When Applications are Invited: In March of the year pre- 
ceding the one to which the awards relate.

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f. India Wheat Loan Educational Exchange Programmtié 


Object: The programme provides for the sending of 
university teachers and other academic personnel 
for studies/training/observation in the United States 
of America. 

Number: Not fixed—varies from year to year according 
to the programme finalized annually (twelve Fellow- 
ships were offered for 1958-59). 

Subjects of Study/Training: Library science, Natural 
sciences and important aspects of University educa- 
tion. 

Duration: From four to twelve months (may be extended 
in special cases). 

Qualifications of Candidates: These are specially pres- 
cribed keeping in view the requirements of the pro- 
jects sponsored under the programme. 

Age: Below 50 years for librarians, below 45 years for 
junior scientists and below 55 years for senior scien- 
tists and other senior academic personnel. 

Eligibility: Candidates must be in the employment of a 
university or an institution of higher learning and 
recommended by their employers. 

Value: (a) Maintenance allowance of $8—12 per day, (b) 
exemption from payment of tuition fees, (c) cost of 
travel both in India and’ the United States of America 
and (d) tourist class air travel both ways.

8. U.N. Social Welfare Fellowships and Scholarships 
Programme 


Object: To allow opportunities to participating Govern- 
ments to send abroad suitably qualified Social Wel 
fare personnel to gain additional knowledge and ex- 
perience in their particular subjects of specialisation. 


Duration: From three to six months for fellowships and 


from one year to two years for scholarships. 


Number: Not fixed (five to seven fellowships only for 1959). 
Nature of Awards: The fellowships are granted to qualified 


senior social welfare officials to enable them to study 
the practice of other countries in the field of social 
welfare; the scholarships are awarded to candidates 
from countries having no appropriate specialised 
training facilities in the subjects for which training 
is required. 


Fields of Observation/Study: (i) Social development 


(general) (local community organisation for social 
development; mutual aid organisation, including co- 
operatives), (ii) social welfare administration (methods 
of organising, coordinating, financing and staffing 
social welfare services; training of social welfare 
staff), (iii) community, family and child welfare (legal 
aspects; economic measures favouring the family; 
measures for the aged), (iv) social measures of a gene- 
ral nature (counselling and guidance for families; 
social services connected with physical and mental 
health, education, employment, social security, etc.; 
methods of casework, group work, and community or- 
ganisation; recreational facilities for families and 
children; rural welfare services), (v) social measures 
for children (improvement of social and domestic 
conditions affecting child labour; discovery and diag- 
nosis of children in need of special care; care of 
children deprived of normal home life; special care of 
the handicapped children), (vi) migration (demo- 

aphic effects of migration; improvement of migra- 
fion statistics as aids in economic and social planning; 
social services and facilities necessary for immigrants 
and their families arriving in new community; status 
of aliens), (vii) social defence (police activities posi- 
tively directed at the prevention of crime, especially 
with regard to juvenile delinquency; prevention and 
treatment of juvenile delinquency; prevention of 
crime and treatment of adult offenders; traffic in per- 
sons), (viii) rehabilitation of the handicapped (general 
policy and administration of rehabilitation services; 
manufacture, fitting and training in the use of pros- 
thetic appliances; occupational therapy; aftercare 
services; social services for disabled persons). (ix) 
housing and town and country planning (housing— 
urban and rural; town and country planning, includ-

ing social aspects), (x) population (study of popula- 
tion trends and their relation to problems of economic 
development and social welfare; methods of field 
surveys designed to provide information on popula- 
tion changes in relation tò economic and social 
changes; improvement of demographic statistics as 
aids in economic and social planning; legislative and 
administrative measures affecting population trends), 
(xi) statistics and research (social surveys and social 
research; methodology of studying standards of 
living), (xii) human rights and fundamental freedom 
(methods of improving the status of the individual 
and promoting observance of human rights and 
fundamental freedom without distinction as to race, 
sex, language or religion). 

Qualifications of Candidates: At least a Bachelor’s degree 
and at least three years’ (two years in case of candi- 
dates possessing a degree or an equivalent diploma 
in social welfare) teaching or practical experience in 
the particular fields of social welfare in which they 
desire to go for observation. 

Eligibility: Candidates must be in actual employment in 
the particular branch of social welfare in which they 
desire to go for observation and should be sponsored 
by the Central/State Governments, universities, com- 
parable institutions of higher education,* or social 
welfare organisations. 

Age: Preferably between 25 and 40 years. 

Value: (a) A monthly living allowance ranging from ۰ 
135 to $U.S. 300 to each Fellow and from $U.S. 100 to 
$U.S. 200 to each scholarship holder depending upon 
the country of study (this allowance is intended to 
cover normal. living expenses and varies from one 
country of observation/study to another according to 

' the cost of living), (b) essential travel within the host 
country up to a limit which will be determined for 
each country of observation/study, (c) a limited 
amount for the purchase of indispensable technical 
publications, (d) tuition and related fees for scholar- 
ship holders, (e) cost of round-trip tourist class air 
ticket to and from the country of observation/study 
abroad and extra cost on the excess baggage weigh- 
ing up to a maximum of 22 lbs., OI single first class 
tailway fare from place of duty to port of departure in 
India and back, (g) actual fees for obtaining passport, 
visa and medical examination; (expenses at (a) to (d) 
and 50 per cent of (e) will be borne by the U.N.O.,

9. Unesco Technical Assistance (Normal) Programme 


Object: To enable Indian nationals to receive training 
abroad in certain specific fields. 

Subjects of Training: Education (award for 1958 was in 
the field of ‘production of reading material for neo- 
literates’). 

Number: Not fixed. 

Duration: Six to 12 months depending on the training 
programme. 

Programme of Training: Unesco will prepare programme 
of training designed to meet the particular research 
requirements of the institution to which the success- 
ful candidate is normally attached or will be attached 
on return home. 


‘Qualifications of Candidates: These vary with the subject 


of the Fellowship but generally a good university 
degree and three to five years’ experience are the 
minimum requirements. 

Age: Normally below 45 years. 

Eligibility: Candidates must be sponsored by the Central/ 
State Governments, universities, comparable institu- 
tions of higher education? 

Value; (a) Maintenance allowancej—the rates vary in re- 
lation to the cost of living in the various countries 
of study; they are expressed and paid in local cur- 
rency, and range from the equivalent of $130 (‘re- 
sident’ status) to the equivalent of $300 (‘travel’ 
status) per mensem, (b) $50 for the purchase of books 
necessary for the studies, (c). additional funds to 
meet incidental expenses such as tuition fees and 
travel inside the country/countries of study and (d) 
round-trip travel. ١

10. The Government of France 


Object: To offer scholarships for post-Graduate studies and 
research to Indian nationals in France. 

Number: Not fixed (four for 1959-60 in subjects coming 
under the purview of Humanities). 

Duration: One academic year of 8 months with possibility 
of extension, if necessary, to a second or third 
academic year. 

Subjects of Study/Research: Not fixed (candidates may 
apply for any Humanities subject such as French 
Language and Literature, Social Sciences, History, 
Economics, Education, etc.; but the final decision to 
award scholarships in the subjects offered by the can- 
didates lies with the French Government). 

Qualifications of Candidates: (a) At least a second class 
Master’s degree in the subject concerned and (b) good 
knowledge of the French Language, both spoken and 
written (practical experience in the subject offered 
by a candidate is considered an additional quali- 
fication). Candidates called for interview will have 
to take a test in French. 

Age: Below 35 years. 

Eligibility: Candidates should either be employed as 
teachers in universities, colleges or comparable insti- 
tutions of higher education} or employed and engaged 
in research work in recognised research institutions 
and sponsored by their employers.

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Value: (a) Maintenance allowance of 36,000 Francs (about 
Rs. 410) per mensem, (b) special lodging allowance

Object: To provide facilities for post-Graduate studies in 
any branch of Humanities to Indian nationals in 
West Germany.

Duration: One year in the first instance (October, 1 to 
September, 30) preceded by a two-month German 
Language course (if considered necessary) and ex- 
tendible for another year. 

Subjects of Study: Post-Graduate studies in any branch of 
Humanities (for 1959-60 scholarships, the subjects 
selected were Political Economy, Industrial Manage- 
ment and Sociology). 

Qualifications of Candidates: (i) For candidates sponsored 
by universities, ete—(a) a Master’s degree in the 
subject of specialisation with at least a second class 
at Bachelor’s/Master’s level and (b) at least two 
years’ research and teaching experience in the line of 
specialisation; (ii) for non-sponsored candidates—a 
Master’s degree in the subject of specialisation with 
a first class at Bachelor’s/Master’s level. 

Age: Not above 35 years for sponsored candidates and not 
above 25 years for non-sponsored candidates. 

Value: (a) Maintenance allowance of D.M. 350 (Rs. 390) 
per mensem and (b) second class railway fare from 
candidate’s present place of residence to the port of 
embarkation and back, tourist class sea passage both 
ways and second class railway fare from the port of 
disembarkation to the place of study and back, and 
(c) exemption from university fees (fees for compul- 
sory social and health insurance will have to be 
GE by the candidate from his scholarship allow- 
ance).

Object: To offer scholarships to Indian nationals for post-

in (a) Italian Language and Literature, (b) Economics 
and Commerce. 

Qualifications of Candidates: At least a Master’s degree in 
the subject concerned. 

Age: Not above 35 years. 

Value: (a) Maintenance allowance of 60,000 Lire (about 
Rs. 450) per mensem, (b) exemption from tuition fees, 
and (c) cost of tourist class sea passage both ways 
(to be borne by the Government of India). 

Eligibility: Candidates should be employed as teachers in 
universities or comparable institutions of higher 
education* and must be sponsored by their employers.

Object: To enable Indian nationals to do post-Graduate 
study/research work in the United Kingdom, 

Number: Not fixed (fourteen for 1959-60). 

Duration: One academic year of about ten months. 

Subjects of Study/Research: The subjects vary every year 
(for 1959-60 the scholarships were offered for work 
in Linguistics, teaching of English as foreign language 
and English Language and Literature). 

Nature of Awards: The scholarships are not intended for 
obtaining university degrees or other professional or 
practical qualifications, although with special permis- 
sion this may be allowed if extension of the scholar- 
ship period is not involved. 

Qualifications of Candidates: (a) At least a second class 
Master’s degree in English and (b) at least three 
years’ experience of teaching teachers of English, or 
of teaching Degree and post-Graduate classes in a 
university or recognised institution (in very special 
circumstances candidates not completely satisfying 
these qualifications, may be considered). 

Age: 25—30 years. 

Eligibility: Candidates must be employed as teachers in 
universities, comparable institutions of higher educa- 
tion} or recognised colleges and sponsored by their 
employers.

Submission of Applications

Wherever the cost of passage is to be borne by the Govern- 
ment of India, all arrangements for the outward journey will be 
made by the Ministry of Education and by the Indian Mission 
abroad for the journey back to India. 
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Passport and Visa 

All arrangements for the passport, visa, etc., have to be 
made by the selected candidates themselves. Applications for 
passports should be made to the Regional Passport Officer con- 
cerned and for visas etc., to the foreign diplomatic Mission con- 
cerned in India on receipt of the offer of award. 


Incidental Expenses 

The Government of India do not pay any incidental expenses 
(except in Schemes at No. 3) during the journey. If scholars 
like they can take some money with them by obtaining the 
necessary permit from the Reserve Bank of India.

APPENDIX D 


Partial Financial Assistance (Loan) Scheme* 


Loan. Payable in Foreign Countries 


Loans will be granted under this scheme to Indian students 
already in foreign countries in the following circumstances : 
(i) When the Government is satisfied that due to some 
unforeseen circumstances or sudden deterioration of 
financial position it is no longer possible for the parent/ 
guardian to support the ward or meet the cost of return 
journey. 
(ii) the student requires some temporary relief from the 

Government due to delay in receipt of remittances, and 

(iii) when the student has completed the course but de- 
sires to undertake study or training for another course 
for which the parent/guardian is unable to provide the 
necessary funds. A loan to a student belonging to this 
category can be given only if the following conditions 
are satisfied: 

(a) that the candidate is of first class merit or has 
shown capacity for original research, which should 
be a contribution to knowledge. Merit will be judged 
by taking into consideration the entire scholastic 
record and actual work/research in the candidate’s 
own field. The opinion of the competent authorities 
of the institutions concerned in India, as well as 
abroad about the work of the student will be given 
due consideration; 

(b) the course of study pursued or proposed should be 
one which is useful from the country’s point of 
view; and 

(c) the second course is regarded as an integral part of 
the scheme of training covering the entire period of 
stay in the country abroad.
